Sent and said that in other parta of hia orvss- 
examination also his avidenca was somewhat 
shaken.’ On tho other hand be said that “Tso 
Cheong in the wiluess box waa a yery uncatie- 
factory witness and did not impress him favour- 
ably,” and ke commnled adversely on tho evid- 
ence of Mr. Ho Wyson. Of the demeanonr of. 
tho other witnesses he did not apesk, “Tt 'is 
necessary, therefore to examina carofally the 
documentary evidence with a view of fiuding 
what light is thrown by it cpon the matters in 
dispute.

Tho noxt lottor—oxhibit 2—dated fhe 7th 
day Lith moon, the 11th December, 196, is 
favonrable to: the-Appellant’s contention.

was written by the Respondent at the Fu Shun 
Tong to Too Cheonj ob Hongkong, .It des- 
cribes the great diffivalty which tho writor had 
exporienced is raising a sum of money required 
by tho authorities to ba paid on the 4th of the. 
month, and it presses earnestly on the nddressea 
tho necessity of bia taking: part in the affort to 
find the monoy required for the’ distribution of 
prizes on the 25th or 26th of the month, Tt 
refers to ‘applications for - assistance—to-Wa 
Chuen ‘and ‘the Appellant, apparently alrondy 
made or ponding, and’ aska that nogotintions 
‘with thom should bo oomploted on the 26th or 
27th for loons repayable in a moath or nt the 
most 20 days, anch repayment to bo made from, 
the procaaia of the tiskets for the Chew Fa 
Examination, It suggests (hat Wa Chaen, 
the Appallant, and Shoung: will each be able 
to accommodate. them with 10,000 or 8,000 
(sic) 14 doos not appear | what - steps, if 
any, woro talon, by Peo Cheong to comply with 
tho. directions contained in this lotter. Ac- 
cording to the evidence of the Appellant, he 
had already, when this letter. was written, lont 
to the Fn Shun Tong two sums of $1,000 and 
1,800, which ware either still owing or had beon 
repaid at the date of the letter, But 1 think 
the idea ‘conveyed by the lotter is that no loan 
had yet been mado by the Appollant; and that 
the application to be mado for one was the first 
of its kind, On the othér hand it ia to be re- 
membered that the lonn of taals 4,100 is suid by 
the Appellant to hare leva made about the end 
of the 11th moon, after this lotter waa written; 
although he says it waa asked for, not by Teo 
Cheong, but by the Respondent, Yot it is 
lear enough from this letter that in December, 
1896, tle Fo Shun ‘ong was anger to borrow 
monay fromthe Appollant and thera is nothing 
to sliow that ot that time the Appellant way 
desirous to borrow money ‘from the Fa Shun 
Tong- 3 . 

But the next lettar—oxhibit I—shows that 
the case was ohangedin Jonnory, 1897, This 
letter is modo up of an onvelope and tio shocts. 
It wos put to Tso Choong in cross-cxamination 
as having been written by him to the Respond- 
ent. He admitted that both shests were in 
his handwriting ‘bot said that they did not 
form one letter but wore parts of two 
separate lettera.. Both the evidenod of Mr. 
Mok Man Cheung, tho transtator of” the 
Cor and oxtérnal. oxamination support 
his ‘statement, on, this point. Jt is no 
doubt in‘ahigh degred unsatisfactory thot a 
litigant shouldplacu bofore the Court garbled 
or compeaite letters,.and such conduct induces 
a strong suspicion that the suppressed portions 
of tho letters contain passages which toll against 
hie“case, But however this may be in the 
present instanco, the meaning of the portions 
of lettera pnt in evidence is sufficiently plain, 
The envelopo’ bears date “tho 28th” day,” 
‘no ‘month or your being mentioned. Tso 
Cheong snidthat the sooond pact—oxhibit-Ib— - 
waa “forwarded bofore the busiaess was 
actually started,” ‘and that the sycond part— 
exhibit. Ie—was written in the 1th moon of 
the’ 22nd year (November-Decomber, 1896). 
On the othor band thé Respondunt said that he 
réveived tha lotter on’ the: 2nd January, 1897.
